C. of C. Directors 
Urge Trustees Call 

A Special Election
Under Law an Election

May Be Held Late
in June

ACTION UNANIMOUS
Members Believe New

Proposal Would
Be Passed

A special election on a bond Issue 
for the purpose of installing a light­ 
ing system in the city of, Torrance 
was recommended to the board of 
trustees by directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce Tuesday afternoon.

Director Torrence called the atten­ 
tion of the board to the fact that if 
lights were installed under an assess­ 
ment district procedure many owners 
of property could not be assessed 
Under the assessment district plan 
only property benefited directly b> 
the improvement may be assessed, he 
pointed out. ,

"At the same time," said Mr. Tor- 
renco, "scores of citizens are in favor 
of better street lights. I believe that 
this board should go on record as 
favoring a bond issue.

"I believe that every civic organiza­ 
tion in Torrance favors the installa­ 
tion of a lighting system. I also be­ 
lieve that representatives from every 
organization will support any bond 
issue proposed for that purpose."

Director Alfred Gourdier moved that 
the board recommend to the trustees 
the proposal of a bond Issue and'call 
a special election. Director William 
T. Klusman asserted that he believed 
such a bond issue would carry. He 
seconded Mr. Gourdier's motion and 
it was passed unanimously.

The people of Torrance defeated 
a proposal to bond for lights last fall. 
Six months must elapse before an­ 
other bond issue for the same pur­ 
pose may be held. Under the law It 
will be possible to hold the election 
late in June.

Voters Here Will Pass

on Proposed Issue
of $35,000,000

Citizens of Torrance will vote Mon­ 
day on a proposal to bond the dis­ 
trict for $35,000,000 for school pur­ 
poses. The board of education esti­ 
mates that this amount will provide 
funds for all improvements and ex­ 
tensions for three years. Civic or­ 
ganizations have been unanimous in 
their endorsements of the proposed 
bond issue. School authorities re­ 
quest all citizens to be sure to vote.

Extracts from the poem have been carved on military monument! at Sebastopol, London, Dublin, Constan­ 
tinople, and perhaps many other foreign places. It is inscribed over the archway of the national cemetery at 
Arlington, and on many military monuments throughout the country.

Observations
Law Enforcement, the Rights of Citizens,

Pqjice Power Application, and This
Newspaper's Attitude About Them

'T'HE most, discussed matter in this district during the past two or three

weeks has been the recent application of police power in this district. 
Because this is so, because a newspaper constitutes a direct source of 
information between the government and the people, and because we 
believe it the duty of every Independent publication to express fair and 
open-minded views on all Important matters of public interest, for these 
reasons we herewith make known our attitude on the subject of the 
application of police power.

Let us go back a few months. The oil field of Torrance and Lomlta, 
In the days of its ftush activity, attracted large numbers of undesirable 
characters, who rushed here from Signal Hill and Santa Fe Springs.

In the oil field were "hangers on," not working for a living, but 
making a livelihood by gambling and selling booze. Numbered among 
them were many with long policu records.

Torrance and Lomlta did not want that sort of residents so a con­ 
certed effort was made by county officials and Torrance police to clean 
up the district. In this clean-up campaign the moral support of the 
entire community was behind the officers of the law.

In seeking out offenders, bootleggers and gamblers, the police naturally 
drew into their net numerous individuals who, though not guilty of selling 
booze, were guilty of having it In their possession. The arrest of these 
persona and their subsequent disposition by courts of law was entirely in 
accord with the law of the state and nation. There should be no ob­ 
jection to that.

FWRING recent weeks "county officials and Torra"nce policemen have 

continued thur campaign against liquor violations. In so dQlng they 
have stopped flH&lrVds Of motorists, arrested scores of violators <yid 
brought them to justice.

We believe that the activity of the county officials and the police 
has brought about desirable results. The oil field has been ridded of 
scores of men with criminal records, numerous violators have been 
arrested and sentenced or fined. The community has been made more 
safe, more law-abiding.

It must be remembered that the raids were not aimed at the great 
majority of oil workers, but ut those shiftless, lawless persons who follow 
the oil Industry and by their violations bring upon oil workers a name

Constitution of the United States 
, Amendment to the Constitution i
, - : Article IV

• T- The right of the people to be secure in their persons,
•houses, papers and effects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, shall not be violated, and no warrant shall 
issue but upon probable cause, supported; by oath or 
affirmation, and particularly describing th* place to be 
searched, and the persons or things to be seized.

We publish this constitutional amendment to call attention to the 
fact that officers should not be overbearing or insulting when stopping 
automobiles on the highway. Most law-abiding citMens are .willing 
to waive their rights as set forth above, if officers,, idtent on search,- 
are dignified and courteous.
